Roosevelt Gov’t Keeps 
the Navy Ready 


N every hand, and with express-train speed, there is accumulating 


evidence that the so-called “New Deal” of fhe Roosevelt “Democratic” 


administration is nothing but a further development of every imperialist, 
anti-working class policy of the Hoover Republican administration. This 
s confirmed with the greatest clearness by the statement just made by 
the new Democratit Secretary of the Navy, Claude A. Swanson, his first 
statement since he assumed office. According to the Herald Tribune: 

“Secretary Swanson declared that the United States either should 
build up to treaty limits or induce the other signatories of the pact to 
decrease their tonnage. The secretary announced that the United 
States fleet would remain on the Pacific Coast. The continued mainten- 
ance of the fleet in California waters had been projected by the previous 
administration in view of the necessity for economy as well as the un- 
rest in the Far East ....I think every effort should be made to keep the 
ratirs of the Leordon treaty. My opinion is that the fleet be built up as 
quick’v ag reee’ble to the retics prescribed in that treaty.” 

Trus the reecert errcre've menervers of the navy in the Pacific 
were not an'v the “show” they were advertised to be, but grim and seri- 
cus preparation for war in the Far East. It must not be forgotten that 
tne present financial crisis is a result not only of internal domestic crisis, 
but of sharpening imperialist antagonisms, particularly between Great 
Britain and America, And this financial crisis, in turn, aggravates and 
charpens these antagonisms. It is significant that the greatest drain 
upon the American gold supply is coming at present through London 
banks and the Bank of England. 

Under a cover of “liberalism”, the Roosevelt administration is making 
every preparation to protect the financial interests of American imperial- 
ism all over the world.

ROOSEVELT WON'T SEE FARMERS 


By JOHN D. DAVIS 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8— 
President Roosevelt refused to see a 
delegation of farmers representing 
the Farmers National Relief Con- 
ference because the national] banking 
crisis “takes precedence over eVery- 
thing else,” to his secretary. 
The delegation left with the secretary 
a statement addressed to the Presi- 
dent, which put before him squarely 
the issue of immediate emergency 
action for the relief of destitute 
farmers. 

The demands presented to Roose- 
velt were the same demands drawn 
up by the farmers at Washington 
Conference and presented at that 
time to Congress and = President 
Hoover. The delegation~pointed out 


“a 


that the failure of either the former 


president or Congress to do anything 
nad put the question before Roose- 
velt. 


The statement to the President 
Roosevelt included an attack on the 
President’s pet farm “relief” scheme, 
the Domestic Allotment Plan. It 
denounced the Frazier and Robinson 
bills as “plans to foist deflated farm 
mortgages, held by Big Business, 
upon the government through ‘re- 
financing legislation.” The crop 
production credit policy of the past 
administration providing credit only 
for well-to-do farmers with collateral, 
was rejected in the statement. 


: FOR UNEMPLOYMENT and social in- 
surance, against sedition and eviction 
laws; for the defense of the Soviet 


Union, against imperialist war! 


refused to let the worker delegates 
enter the capitol building. 

The statement to the legislature, 
drawn up just before the march on 
the capitol, demanded the enact- 
ment of bills adopted by the con- 
ference for state unemployment in- 
surance and immediate relief, a 
minimum wage and maximum hours 
bill, bills against evictions ahd fore- 
closures, against in§unctions and 
child labor, for maternity benefits to 
working women, for a public works 
construction program, and a bill to 
protect deposits of workers and small 
depositors. 

The bill for imm te relief de- 


mands $10 a week each unem- 
ployed couple, with -§3 weekly for 
each dependent, $1 a day for single 
workers, and cash payment on re- 
lief jobs at prevailing trade union 
rates. 

The statement to the legislature 
pledges the delegates to return to 
their organizations and to mobilize 
broad mass support that will compel 
the legislature to enact the bills.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—~ 
There is going on a conflict 
between the smaller banking 
combines of the “interior” and 
the big combines dominated by 
Wall Street in New York and 
‘LaSallé St. in Chicago over the 
question of issuing scrip. 

The smaller banks fear that their 
clearing house certificates (scrip) will 
be beaten down and discounted afid 
that the scrip of the big banks in 
the financial centers will become the 
dominant means of circulation. It is 
feared by the smaller robbers that 


this device of the big robbers will 
quickly wipe them out. 


May Abandon Scrip Plans 


To try to reconcile this conflict 
and at the same time to carry out 
the most rapid concentration of fine 
ancial power in the hands of the big 
fellows, the federal government is 
considering the issuance of from one 
to two billion dollars in new federal 
currency. Such an issue would have 
the same inflationary results as scrip 
and would result in further destitu- 
tion among the unemployed and part 
time workers and impoverished farm- 
ers, as a result of price raises at the 
same time that industry is approach- 
ing a standstill and throwing addi<« 
tional masses out of work. 


Unification of System

SOVIETS ON PARADE 


To see the new picture at the Ca- 
meo “Soviets on Parade’ is to un- 
derstand why such a sheet, for in- 
stance, as Abe Cahan’s social-fascist 
Jewish Daily Forward comes out with 
the wail that it is Soviet propaganda. 
It is quite in keeping with the role 
of social-fascist leaders that they 
should try to incite the censors who 
butcher films in behalf of American 
imperialism to prohibit a picture of 
socialist cinstruction in its triumph- 
ant march in the Soviet Union that 
stands in such sharp contrast: to the 
decaying capitalist world. 

It is also not strange that the kept 
press should complain that there is 
too much marching of the Red Army, 
too much military display, because 
in the film as shown at the Cameo 
there is seen, not the automaton 
forces of imperialism, but the en- 
thusiastid, happy and at the same 
time marvéliously trained soldiers of 
the workers’ and peasants’ army. 

Overshadowing everything else in 
the film are the pictures of the giant 
Magnitogorsk and many achieve- 
ments of socialist construction and 
the Soviet workers operating them. 
These industrial centers growing 
where there was before only desolate 
waste, and being operated to full 
capacity is certainly a-.salutary com- 
mentary upon the industrial life of 
the United States, where ‘millions 
starve while the gigantic machinery 
of production stands idle. What stag- 
gering refutation of such pen valets 
of gutter journalism as Isaad Don 
Levine and Will Durant are these 
industrial achievements!

Faith: 

“We warn all Jews. If a single 
hair of the heads of the leaders of 
the national government is touched 
it will be a signal for a general mas- 
sacre of all Jews which will only stop 
when not a single Jew is left alive.”
